LIVED AT MILTON 


Was Educated at Evansville 


Academy, and Is a 


Graduate of the 


University. 


By an action of the board of re- 


gents of the state university a Rock 
county boy has been eleva^.. to tne 
exalted position of president of the 
state Institution of learning. 
It Is 


the first time In the history of our 
university that such an honor *-as 
teen paid to a native of Wisconsin 
and to a graduate of the university 
Itself. Prof. Van Hlse. the new prosi- 
dent-elect, will take the duties ofchls 
new position at tho opening of un 
next college year. 


Popular Choice 
The selection of Prof. Van Hlso Is 


most popular with both the students 
and the alumni. 
Fifteen hundred 


of the students paraded the streets 
of Madison last night 
and 
after 
speeches had a bonfire on tne cam- 
pus. 
Professors spoke and the men 


cheered making it a gala occasion. 
The selection was made by the re- 
gents at their afternoon session and 
the vote was ten to three In his fav- 
or. 


Wisconsin Product 
Born In 1847 on a Wisconsin farm. 


In 1874 a student In the university or 
Wisconsin, in 1880 a graduate with 
the degree of bachelor of science, a 
member of the university 
facu-.y 


from then to the present time, and 
now recognized as the leading geolo- 
gist In the United States. Is in brief 
the history of Charles Richard Van 
Hlse. 
He has the distinction of be- 


ing the first native born' citizen of 
"Wisconsin and graduate of tho uni- 
versity to bo elected as the adminis- 
trative head of the university of Wis- 
consin. 


Rock County Boy 
President Van Hlse was born on 


a farm near Fulton. Hock county. In 
1847. and it was there that his early 
boyhood days were spent. 
A few 


years later his parents moved to Mil- 
ton, and It was In the public schools 
of that place that he received his 
• primary education. Leaving tho pri- 
mary school, ho attended tho high 
school at Evansville. and later 
at- 


tended the seminary at the 
same 
place. 
In 1874 he entered tho uni- 
versity of Wisconsin, but his course 
at the university was not continuous 
and during the years 1870 and 1877 
lie taught school, partly through ne- 
cessity, as he was largely dependent 
upon his own efforts.

In 1880 he graduated from the met- 
allurgical engineering course 
with 


the degree of bachelor of science. 
During the year preceding his grad- 
uation he was made an assistant In- 
structor In that department. In 1882 
he took his master's 
degree 
in 
science, and In 188G he was 
ad- 


vanced to an assistant professorship 
In the 
department 
of mineralogy 


and petography. and four years later 
in 1890. was made assistant profcs 
sor of geology as well.

also connected with tho United States 
geological survey and Is a special 
lecturer on geology In the University 
of Chicago. At Wisconsin ho has held 
successively tho positions of Instruc 
tor in chemistry and metallurgy, as 
s! '.ant professor In metallurgy, p'ro- 
fessor of mineralogy and petography, 
professor of archean and applied ge- 
ology and professor of geology. He Is 
tlio foremost authority in tho country 
on tho subjects of oro deposits and 
rock metamorphosis.

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BIG FIRE LOSS 


AT LA CBOSSE 


The Damage in Business 


Section Is Estimated 


To Be $800,000 


or More. 


MANY ARE SAVED 


Chief of Police . Pyre Sees 


the Danger of Falling 


Walls in Time to 


Warn Crowd. 


La Cross*. Wls..

22—For 


three hours last night the entire bus- 
InesB dlHtrlct of I.a Crosso was threat- 
ened by tiro. At 1:30 this morning, 
when the conflagration was finally un- 
dor control, the loss was estimated at 
between ?7uj.oo<) and $800,000. 


While the (Ire was raging here an- 


other blaze destroyed part of the busi- 
ness portion of West Salem, a village 
about tweho miles away, and threat- 
ened to destroy the entire town, but 
It was extinguished with a compara- 
tively small loss. 


Fire Spreads Rapidly. 


The i.a Crossu flro started at about 


10:30 oY-Iock In the back of the Park 
store, and before It was under con- 
trol the store was In ruins. Tho fire 
worked Its way from tho Park, the 
largest department store in the city, 
to the Farland millinery store, which 
was quickly destroyed. 
The Coren 


and tho Willing buildings also suf- 
fered, but less seriously. 


The fire spread so rapidly that all 


the flro-flgbtlng apparatus in the city 
was called out. Flfteon minutes after 
the alarm the chief had sent to WI- 
nona, Minn., for assistance, and a'spe- 
cial train brought two engine com- 
panics from that city. 


Lives Are Imperiled. 


.Early In the course of the nre the 


lives of hundreds of spectators were 
Imperiled by a falling wall. At 11 
o'clock the wall of the Park store fell 
outward into Main street, where a 
great crowd had gathered. A moment 
before the wall Ml, Chief of Police 
Byrne saw tho danger, and with a 
dozen officers quickly beat back the 
crowd, and a moment later the brink 
and burning timbers filled tho strecrt. 
Several persons were slightly Injured 
but nono seriously. 


Destroys Landmark. 


The Gile building, •whore tho heavl- 


est losses were suffered, was one of 
the oldest business structures in the 
city. It was built In 1879. and a few 
years ago was converted Into a- de- 
partment store, with offices on the 
upper floors. 
The principal part of 


the stock Is owned by William Doer- 
fllngcr, Inii twenty-four or the smaller 
departments In the store are owned by 
other persons. The Gilo building Is 
uwned by Mrs. John Paul, daughter- 
in-law of the millionaire lumberman 
of that name.

of manufactured silks are also great- 
er than for many years.

jortatlons of raw silks as shown by 
the flguruB of the Treasury Bureau 
of Statistics.'amounted to 37 millions 
lollars In value for the 8 
months,

February 1901. 
Measured by quan- 


tity, 
the figures for the 8 months,

were the traveler, his servant, and 
the man with the scar. 
The "trav- 


eler" and his servant had gone to 
Florence merely to get their confed- 
erate out of his scrape, and the trick 
would have succeeded had the three 
not continued tiielr operations and 
been caught. 
All three were cent- 


enced to death.—New York Press.
